paid  to  ,  :,95«    The  Hamburg  market  on  other  barreled  apples,  however, 

was  slightly  above  the  Liverpool  level.     In  the  boxed  line,  Hamburg  quota- 
tions on  Thursday  were  higher  than  prices  paid  in  the  Liverpool  auction.
